There  were  95  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  102  the  previous 
yaa r,  giving  a death  rate  of  10,4  compared  with  11.16  in  1966,  and  11,2  for 
England  and  Wales,  Of  these  95  deaths,  68  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years 
and  over. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  compared  with  1 in  1966. 
Malignant  diseases  caused  15  deaths  compared  with  20  the  previous  year.  Of 
these,  4 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  compared  with  5 the  previous  year. 

Diabetes  caused  2 deaths  compared  with  2 the  previous  yeari 


Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  15  deaths  compared 
with  14  in  1966,  As  is  to  be  expected,  these  occurred  mostly  in  the  older  age 
groups  - 65  years  and  over. 

Coronary  diseases  and  angina  accounted  for  25  deaths  compared  with 
23  the  previous  year.  Hypertension  with  heart  disease  accounted  for  2 deaths 
and  other  heart  diseases  caused  10  deaths.  Other  circulatory  diseases  caused 
3 deaths. 

There  were  6 deaths  due  to  pneumonia  compared  with  3 the  previous 
year.  Bronchitis  accounted- for  3 deaths  and  1 other  death  was  caused  by  other 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 

Gastritis,  enteritis  and  diarrhoea  caused  2 deaths  and  other  defined 
and  ill-defined  diseases-  accounted  for  10  deaths.  There  were  2 deaths  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accidents  but  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  accidents  in  the  home. 

Still-Births. 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  (per  1,000  total  births)  was  14.5  compared  with 
Nil  in  1966,  and  1-4.8  for  England  and  wales-.  The  actual  number  of  still-births 
was  2 compared  with  nil  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  14.8  compared  with  7*6  in  1966,  and 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  was  2 compared  with 
1 the  previous  year.  One  occurred  in  a baby  under  1 week  and  the  other  was 
at  4 months.  Investigation  showed  that  these  were  unavoidable  deaths.

Measles  accounted  for  82  cases  compared  with  46  last  year.  There 
were  15  cases  of  whooping  cough  compared  with  2 the  previous  year,  7 of  these  were 
pre-school  children,  6 in  school  children  and  2 in  people  between  16  and  45.

Two  cases  of  suspected  dysentery  were  investigated  but  both  were 
negative  on  bacteriological  examination. 

One  case  of  pneumonia  was  notified  in  a person  aged  between  6 and 

15  years. 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  compared  with  nil  the  previous 
year.  The  patient  had  been  on  holiday  in  Spain  and  Tangier s and  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  a salmonella  infection.  There  were  several  contacts  to  this  case 
at  home  and  at  her  place  of  work  but  following  investigation,  all  were  found  to  be 
clear  of  infection.  Notification  of  the  disease  was  received  in  September,  but 
the  patient  was  not  cleared  until  December.

None  of  these  axe  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

Five  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported  in  animals  but  the  notices 
were  withdrawn  following  Veterinary  examination. 
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One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  (lesion  in  the  glands  of  neck)  were  notified  compared  with  nil  the 
previous  year.  Two  cases  were  removed  from  the  register,  one  was  a case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  who  was  cured, and  the  other  died.

Care  of  the  Aged: 

Several  cases  were  brought  to  our  notice  as  requiring  care  and 
attention.  These  were  followed  up  with  the  assistance  of  Health  Visitors, 
District  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  the  Welfare  Officers.  There  was  no  cause  to 
take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Housing. 


Forty  pre-war  dwellings  and  4l6  post-war  dwellings  have  been  built 
by  the  Council,  making  a total  of  456  dwellings. 

Of  the  above  total  of  post-war  dwellings,  3 two-bedroom  bungalows 
were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year*  A further  7 dwellings  are  now 
in  course  of  erection  for  the  Council. 

18  privately-owned  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  1967,  a 
decrease  of  8 on  the  previous  year. 

Regular  inspections  of  the  council  houses  were  carried  out,  and  with 
very  few  exceptions,  they  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Ten  discretionary  grant  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year,  and 
since  the  Housing  Acts,  1949-1954,  introduced  the  scheme,  249  houses  have  been 
improved  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of  approximately  £78,565. 

The  improvement  of  these  properties  has  provided  a standard  of 
accommodation  which  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  new  dwellings, 
and  at  an  appreciably  lower  cost. 
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Seven  standard  grant  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year,  and 
since  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  introduced  the  system  to 
supplement  the  discretionary  grant  scheme,  55  houses  have  been  improved  at  a 
cost  to  the  Council  of  approximately  £7,867* 

Schools. 

Inspections  of  the  schools  in  the  district  revealed  that  some  very 
satisfactory  improvements  were  being  effected  to  provide  modern  amenities. 

School  Canteens. 


The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  in  all  the  school  canteens 
was  found  to  be  generally  high.  Of  the  18  school  canteens  in  the  district, 
there  are  only  three  which  are  not  of  good  structural  standard. 

At  Llanelidan  the  canteen  is  also  used  as  a Village  Hall  kitchen. 

The  building  has  been  in  very  poor  structural  condition,  but  repair  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  has  brought  about  some  improvement. 

In  the  remaining  two  canteens,  situated  at  Graianrhyd  and  Derwen 
schools,  the  main  need  is  for  additional  space  and  improved  ventilation.  The 
existing  working  area  in  these  two  canteens  is  very  restricted,  and  on  account 
of  lack  of  adequate  ventilation  the  kitchens  become  very  hot,  and  steam  and 
cooking  odours  enter  the  classrooms. 

Food. 

Number  of  food  premises  in  the  area 106 

The  food  premises  in  the  area  ,epe  mainly  family  concerns  and  only  a 
few  employ  assistants.  Regular  inspections  indicated  that  conditions  were 
generally  satisfactory  as  regards  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
and  no  statutory  action  was  found  necessary.

The  three  samples  of  milk  shown  in  the  above  table  as  "not 
genuine"  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  deficient  in  fat. 

These  samples  all  concerned  the  same  incident.  A retailer  buying  part 
of  the  yield  of  a large  producer,  was  found  to  be  selling  milk  below  the 
standard.  On  investigation,  the  milk  supplied  to  the  retailer  was  found 
to  be  not  genuine  although  a comparison  sample  from  the  wholeyield  just  came 
up?  to  the  required  standard.  The  persons  concerned  have  been  advised  and 
cautioned  and  subsequent  follow-up  action  has  shown  a much  improved  position. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  tests  for  quality,  all  the  milk  samples  submitted 
were  examined  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  with  a negative  result  in 
each  case.  All  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be 

genuine  and  free  from'  all  prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring  matter. 

Poultry  Processing  Premises. 


There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district. 
Milk  Supplies. 

The  sampling  of  milk  supplies  forms  part  of  the  functions  of  the 
Denbignshire  County  Council  who  are  Pood  and  drugs  Auohoiitj  for  the 
area* 


The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  co-operate  with  the  County 
Public  Health  Officer  in  procuring  samples  of  milk  from  the  various  milk  - 
retailers  throughout  the  district.  Arrangements  for  the  analysis  of  the 
milk  samples  and  keeping  of  records,  etc,,  is  undertaken  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority. 

Brucellosis. 


No  human  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  but  following 
examination  of  samples  of  milk,  a herd  was  found  to  be  infected  with 
Brucella  Abortus.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  a notice  under  Section  20, 
Milk  & Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959i  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk 
from  the  infected  cows  unless  it  had  been  adequately  treated  before 
consumption. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  district.  A9 
premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream,  and  vehicles 
from  adjoining  districts  retail  ice  cream  in  the  area.  Premises  were 
periodically  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughterhouses . 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  district. 


Water  Supplies 


The  five  sources  of  water  formerly  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
Council  were  taken  over  by  the  West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water 
Board  on  the  1st  April,  1965*

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  undesirably  high  concentration  of  lead 
in  these  samples. 

Following  these  results  the  alkalinity  was  increased  and  further 
tests  were  carried  out  at  the  beginning  of  1968.  These  showed  a 
marked  improvement,  which  has  been  maintained.  It  is 
anticipated  that  there  will  be  a gradual  slow  improvement,  rnd 
further  tests  are  being  taken  from  time  to  time  to  confirm  this. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Treatment  Scheme  to  serve  Bryneglwys  has 
beer  completed  and  the  riant  is  operating  satisfactorily. 

The  Pens i:  y - ./Llanie g^v  S ^ wexo.go  a/.U  c wage  Tree* "en1*  S eh eme  is  nc v; 

under  construction.  The  Scheme  provides  for  the  pumping  of  a certain 
quantity  of  sewage  from  the  village  of  Llandegla  to  the  proposed  new  Works  at 
Penstryt,  'thereby  relieving  the  load  at  the  existing  Llandegla  Treatment  Works. 

The  Welsh  Office  has  authorised  the  Council  to  obtain  tenders  for 
the  construction  of  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  treatment  Works  at 
Llanbedr. 


Approval  of  the  Welsh  Office  to  invite  tenders  for  the  extension 
of  the  existing  works  at  Llanfair  and  Rhewl-Gellifor  is  now  awaited. 

The  Pwllglas  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Treatment  Scheme  is  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  preparation,  and  approval  of  the  Welsh  Office  will  be 
anticipated  in  the  near  future. 

The  Llanelidan  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  also  well 
advanced  and  will  be  ready  for  submission  to  the  Welsh  Office  for  approval 
shortly. 

Difficulties  regarding  the  acquisition  of  a suitable  site  for  the 
sewage  treatment  Works  have  beset  the  Loggerheads/Maeshafn/Tafarn-y-Gelyn 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible, 
to  make  more  rapid  progress  with  the  preparation  of  the  Scheme  before  long  which 

will 
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deal  also  with  the  sewage  from  Llanferres  village  by  pumping  to  the  proposed 
new  treatment  works  at  Loggerheads. 

Flow  measurements  of  sewage  discharged  from  the  C.W.S.  Creamery  are 
to  take  place  in  order  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  extensions  required 
at  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  at  Llandyrnog  which  are  overloaded  at  present. 

tyLLnor  extensive  improvements  to  the  Clawddnewydd  Treatment  Plant 
have  been  completed  and  these  have  resulted  in  improved  treatment  of  sewage 
in  the  village. 

At  the  Llanarmon  Sewage  Disposal  Works  an  upward  flow  Clarifier  has 
been  constructed  to  further  'polish'  the  effluent  and  since  it  has  been  in 
use,  the  results  have  indicated  much  improvement  in  this  direction.

Rodent  Control . 


The  Council  has  a rodent  control  service  in  operation  and  employs  a 
part-time  Rodent  Operator,  who  carries  out  the  practical  work  of  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

As  a general  rule  a charge  is  made  for  this  service  in  respect  of 
treatments  of  business  premises.  Private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 

Caravan  Sites. 


The  various  caravan  sites  were  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible, 
and  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  use  of  one 
site  was  discontinued,  the  caravan  was  removed  and  the  licence  returned  for 
cancellation.  One  new  caravan  site  licence  was  issued  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  inspect  caravan  sites  was  65. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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A further  new  12  cubic  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  been 
delivered  and  is  now  in  operation  with  a new  crew.  The  whole  of  the  Rural 
District  has  how  been  divided  into  three  separate  collecting  areas  with  a 
vehicle  and  crew  allocated  to  each  area.  This  has  resulted  in  a more 

frequent  and  regular  collection  service  throughout  the  district.  All  refuse 
collected  is  disposed  of  in  one  controlled  refuse  tip  situated  within,  and 
operated  by,  the  Borough  of  Ruthin. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  introduce  a pilot  scheme  for’  the' collection  of 
refuse,  in  part  of  the  Rural  District  initially  by  paper  (or  plastic)  refuse 
bags,  but  this  will  have  to  be  deferred  for  the  time  being  in  view  of  the 
national  economic  situation.

Dental  Clinic. 

No  expectant  mothers  have  attended  this  clinic  since  it  has  been  in 
operation.  Out  of  the  few  toddlers  referred,  only  one  has  attended  regularly 
for  treatment.  Possibly  only  a few  are  aware  that  this  service  is  available  as 
no  ante  natal  clinics  are  now  run  by  the  Local  Authority.  Another  contributory 
factor  is  that  until  the  Ruthin  Clinic  was  opened,  those  who  would  be  eligible  to 
attend  were  seen  by  private  dental  practitioners  in  the  area. 

Regarding  school  children,  since  Mr.  Elton  joined  the  dental  staff,  the 
Ruthin  area  schools  have  been  visited  regularly  and  the  acceptance  rate  for 
treatment  has  been  most  satisfactory.  In  the  last  year  every  child  of  school 
age  has  received  a dental  inspection  at  school  and  where  necessary,  has  been 
offered  treatment.  Those  pupil'1  livin'-  in  villages  where  tr a. ••sport  ;.r  n 
available  are  brought  by  ambulance  to  the  clinic  ard  returned  to  school  after 
treatment.  The  ambulance  department  is  most  helpful  in  this  respect,  and 
without  their  assistance  this  service  would  not  be  possible. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  children  attending  the  eighteen  schools  visited 
by  Mr.  Elton  are  now  inspected  at.  eight-monthly  intervals. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Mobile  Dental  Unit  in  March,  19&7»  it  has 
been  possible  to  expand  the  School  Dental  Service  to  those  areas  where,  until 
this  time  it  has  not  been  possible  to  offer  a regular  service. 

Mr.  Reid,  the  Dental  Officer,  has  treated  children  from  Denbigh  Borough 
and  surrounding  rural  districts  at  Denbigh,  but  up  to  now,  he  has  been  fully 
employed  in  reducing  the  back-log  of  work  which  had  accumulated. 

School  Health  Attendant. 

The  School  Health  Attendant  visited  the  schools  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  routine  testing  of  children's  vision  and  hearing.  Children  who  were 
found  to  have  defective  hearing  and/or  vision  were  followed  up  and  referred  to  a 
Consultant  for  further  examination  where  necessary.  Colour  vision  tests  are 
given  to  all  boys  at  the  age  of  7 years.

Speech  Therapy  Clinic  , 

The  Speech  Therapist  visits  Ruthin  Clinic  each  Monday  afternoon,  and 
treatment  is  offered  to  school  children  and  those  approaching  school  age. 

The  children  are  referred  by  doctors,  school  nurses  . cid  head  teachers  and  have 
a variety  of  speech  problems  varying  from  complete  lack  of  speech  and  language 
development  to  mis^aiNAr u1.a-ti.cr..  of  a single  sound  and  include  stammers.  A 
number  of  children  attend  each  week  for  treatment,  but  others  may  attend  at 
intervals  for -advice.  In  some  cases,,  particularly  with  younger  children, 
direct  treatment  .may  be  ‘unnecessary,  and  advice  re  - management  is  given  to  the 
parents.  Close  liaison  is  maijits&ned  with  other  departments  in  .the  School 
Health  Service,  and  the- Speech  Therapist  visits  schools  in  the  area  to  discuss 
problems  with-  the  staff,  whose  ao-operatior.  is  -greatly  appreciated.  'The 
speech  therapy  clinic  is  always  well  attended,  and  parents  appear  -to  be  most 
grateful , for  the  advice— and  treatment . offered.  -
